IN THE PANTRY OF ROYALTY | 


One Butler and Five Yeomen Take 
Care of the Sliver and China | 

The pantr‘es at Buckingham Palace 
consist of three large rooms on the | 
ground floor, opposite the kitchens. 
In one is kept the silver in daily ise, | 
in another the china, and in the third 
the glassware is stored. 

The three pantries are in charge of | 
an official kn wn as the pantry butler, 
who has five assistants, termed yeo- 
men, ° ' 

The duty vo the pantry butler is to 
give out the silver, china and glass 
required daily for the royal tables and 
for afternoon tea; the pantry butler 
has also to cee that all he gives out, 
{is returned to him after each meal. | 

The silver pantry is lined with ma: | 
hogany glass framed cases, containing | 
thousands of pounds’ worth of silver! 
plate. In one case there are two} 
silver dinner services, containing sev- | 
eral thousands pleces of plate. There | 
are six hundred plates of various sizes 
several hundred silver dishes, hun- 
dreds of silver spoons and forks, and | 
a most valuable collection of old silver | 
drinking mugs. Two of the latter | 
were in the possession of Queen Eli-| 
zabeth and wre reputed to be worth | 
$50,000. | 

In another case are four silver tea} 
services, one of which was a gift to 
Queen Mary from the German,empress | 
and is generally used at aftefnoon tea, 
which is served in the queen's private | 
boudoir. | 

Overnight the pantry butler makes 
out the list of silver, china and glass} 
that wiil be required in the royal din-| 
ing room for breakfast, luncheon and, 
dinner the following day, and his as- 
sistan#® put out on the tables in each 
pantry the required articles of table | 
service which are taken to the kitch-| 
en and dining room after being in-; 
spected by the pantry butler. | 

The bulk f the royal plate Is kept, 
at Buckingham Palace, so when the | 
court moves, a large quantity of it has | 
to be taken to Windsor, Balmoral, or 
wherever their majesties may go. 

The pantry butler !s responsible for 
the packing of the plate, and {it Js al- 
Ways conveyed from one royal resi- 
dence to another In his charge. The 
plate is packed in stee) lined boxes 
made of oak, with fron bands. In 
the center of the cover of each are 
the letters “G.R,."’ surmounted by o 
crown. No china or glass has to be 
moved from Buckingham Palace, as 
a very large quantity of china or glass 
is kept in stock at al the royal resi- 
dences, i 

The pantry butler is absolutely lord 
of his pantries, and none of the serv- 
ants, with the exception of the pantry | 
yeomen, is allowed to enter them 
without the cutler's permission, 

All the glassware used at the royal! 
residence is of modern make, most of. 
which now in use being purchased by 
the late king.

Lequmes And. ; 
Crop Rotation 


Legumes such as clovers, vetches, 
oeans and peas are excellent build- 
ers of soil fewility. Those of great- 
est importance, perhaps, are the 
clovers. The value of clover on the 
iarm makes it desirable that a part 
of the area of the farm be at all 
times sceded to this crop. ‘The 
possibility of obtaining a grain crop 
during the season when the clover 
is making its early growth, makes 
the utilization of this legum in 
maintaining soil fertility a thor- 
oughly practicable one, not calling 
for an undue amount of special 
preparation, or of fertilizers to 
maintain successful stands on the 
ordinary farm, If the land be in a 
somewhat depleted condition as 
regards fertility, a 3-year rotation 
may be best although on better soils 
a 4-year or 5-year rotation may be 
quite practicable. ‘The length of 
the system and the crops grown in 
the rotation will depend on the 
branch of farming specialized in; 
the kind of soil, ete. 

No hard and fast rules can be 
laid down as to what crops to grow. 
Different suils are adapted to differ- 
ent crops, and with che principals 
of symstematic rotation in mind 
must be studied to find out the 
crops most suitable for them. When 
the land was newly broken prairie, 
the cultivator was not eo much per- 
plexed as now, by baked soil after 
rains, dried out soil afler dry 
weather, or by blowing soils, 
was full of vegetable decay, was 
mellow to cultivate, did not bake 
ur wash, and retained moisture 
during dry spells, These difliculues 
unve resulted from constant culti- 
vation, and in any system of im- 
provement, we must make an effort 
w get back to the former new 
ground conditions, For this pur- 
pose, the legums are the most 
efficient aid we can have. It would 
ve easy to keep up these conditions 
if all farmers had an abundance of 
varnyard and stable manure each 
year, which is good humus form- 
ng material,
